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GARDINER CALLS FOR GRAIN BOARD AT GRAIN INQUIRY 
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STABILIZATION, 
POOLS NOT CAUSE 
SURPLUS SUPPLIES 


McFarland Gives Important Evi- 
- dence Before Commission— 
‘Intrusion of Politics’’ 
Handicap 


URGES PRICE FIXING 


No Péermament Solution of Farm 
- Problems Under Capitalism, 
Robert Gardiner States 


John I. McFarland, before the 
Turgeon Royal Grain Commission 
this week, condemned the system 
of futures trading in grain. He 
denied that the Wheat Pools and 
‘stabilization operations for which 
he was responsible had caused 
the piling up of a surplus of wheat 
supplies or its continuance, and 
declared that ‘‘the intrusion of 
politics’? had increased the diffi- 
culties with which he was faced. 

Robert Gardiner, President of 
the U.F.A., called for the estab- 
lishment of a national grain mar- 
keting agency to handle all Can- 
ada’s grain. 

No adjustment of marketing ma- 
chinery nor any rearrangement of the 
fiscal policies of the Dominion can 
permanently solve the problem of the 
producers of the farms of Canada, 
since ‘‘the difficulties under which we 
suffer are inherent in the capitalist 
system and will have to be endured 
in a modified or aggravated form until 
agricultural, industrial, distributive 
and financial machinery is nationally 
co-ordinated under co-operative prin- 
ciples,’ said Mr. Gardiner. 

‘Use and not profit, in the. financial 
sense of that word, must be the con- 
scious object of our people and the 
economic machinery must be made 
to serve that object.’ 

Having made that declaration, Presi- 
dent Gardiner added that a farmers’ 
organization must be concerned with 
the day to day life of the agricultural 
people and must do what can be done 
under the existing system “‘to defend 
the rights of the farmer and secure 
such occasional benefits as reforms 
may make possible.” 


Single Marketing Agency 
Having this in view, Mr. Gardiner 
called for the establishment by the 
Dominion Government of one great 
national grain marketing agency, “‘lift- 
ed above the political struggle, having 
the widest possible powers so far as 
marketing is concerned, replacing 
thereby, to the extent that it lies 
within the power of the Canadian 
people, the present irrational gamble 
and guess-work by which price levels 
are set the world over. 
‘‘This board,” he declared, 
‘‘should be in active continuous 
contact with the producers. It 
should have upon it producer repre- 
sentatives. It should not attempt

Domestic Market for Farm 
Products to Be Studied— 
: Regional Policies : 


TARIFFS UNDER FIRE 


Protests re Duties on Furniture

OTTAWA, May 5.—The new farm- 
marketing board which Dean A. M. 
Shaw, formerly of Saskatoon, is head- 
ing, will make as one of its first 
contributions to Canadian agriculture 
a complete survey of the producing 
regions of Canada, and of the domestic 
market for farm products. 

The conception of controlled and 
panes marketing, as under the 

atural Products Marketing Act, 
which was found invalid legislation 
pe the Privy Council, has been 
abandoned in favor of a less spectacu-. 
lar program which, however, the 
Ottawa authorities believe will have 
real value for the farmer in all parts 
of Canada. 

The methods will be educational 
and supervisory rather than coercive. 


Regional Policies 


Preliminary studies have led Dean 
Shaw to believe that uniform policies 
for Canada may be of smaller value 
than separate regional policies. Some 
parts of Canada are in a much better 
position to produce for certain export 
markets than others. An attempt 
will be made to lessen the toll levied 
by high freight rates on Canadian 
farm products. Regions will be ad- 
vised as to what seem to be the best 
paying crops. The broadcasting of 
market prices is to be stepped up. 

In the domestic field the demands - 
of the Canadian householder for 
Canadian: farm products will be 
studied, in the hope of finding ways 
and means of encouraging the use of 
them in the Canadian home. The 
questions of quality, grading, packing 
and merchandising Canadian farm 
products will be to the fore.

wind of depression swept the world 
they found themselves vulnerable be- 
cause of the uncertain gyrations of 
prices on the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change They sought to protect their 
members and thus found themselves 
in a financial dilemma which resulted 
in abandonment of the pooling method. 

The Pools’ experiences have resulted 
in the conviction that the wheat pro- 
ducers of Western Canada can only 
be given protection through a national 
wheat board which would be prepared 
to fix a minimum price in periods of 
over-production and abnormally de- 
pressed prices, and market all the 
wheat produced. 

Only with the aid of such a board 
can the western wheat grower obtain 
the protection which he_ justifiably 
expects to secure and get the very 
best price for his wheat, Mr. Bredt 
maintained. He emphasized the 
importance of wheat in Canada’s 
economic life and insisted that the 
future system failed to provide pro- 
tection for the primary producers. 

“Tt is the opinion of the farmers, 
and I think they are justified in that 
opinion, that a system of marketing 
which does not consider the welfare 
of the producer is not adapted to our 
conditions,’”’ Mr. Bredt told Mr. 
Pitblado. ‘‘We want a marketing 
system—I come back to that again 
and again—that will give us protec- 
tion. 


Covers History of Movement 


“Fhe Pools’ brief was a most exhaus- 
tive document of close to sixty pages 
and covered the history of the move- 
ment in a most intimate manner. It 
described the early struggles of grain 
growers to develop co-operatives, ex- 
periences of the 1919 Wheat Board, 
and the unavailing attempt to have 
that Board perpetuated. Then the 
Pools were started as voluntary organi- 
zations with one Central Selling 
Agency. They built elevator systems 
because of dissatisfaction of Pool 
members with treatment received from 

rivate elevator companies. Now the 

ools have a total of 1,667 country 
elevators with a capacity of 59,394,000 
bushels. 

The Pools operated for six years 
handling on an average about half 
the grain delivered. They built up a 
selling organization with agents in 
many of the great cities of Europe as 
well as in the Orient. Then came the 
eventful year of 1929 which inaugur- 
ated the greatest depression the. world 
has ever known. Wheat was in a 
vulnerable position at the time because 


~ of ~the -surplus--left over from the 
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record breaking crop in 1928, the 
largest the world. had ever known: 
World trade fell from 916 million 
bushels in 1928-29 to 629 million 
bushels in 1929-30. Speculative acti- 
vities on the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
in the late summer and early fall of 
1929 raised the price of Canadian 
wheat above world levels. The Pool 
tried to sell wheat to actual consumers 
by offering at prices substantially be- 
low the exchange figures, Mr. Bredt’s 
statement indicated, The Pool did 
not want to break the Winnipeg 
market because it would have been 
held responsible by every interest in 
Canada for pushing down prices to 
disastrous levels. 
Cause of Change 

Recognition of the danger from 
operating a Pool side by side with 

innipeg futures market was the 
underlying cause for the change from 
a belief in the efficacy of a Pool 
handling part of the crop to a con- 
viction that. no Pool could be a per- 


.Manent success unless it marketed all 


the grain delivered, Mr. Bredt stated. 

When world wheat supply and 
demand conditions are fairly evenly 
balanced there is every reason to 
believe that Pools can operate success- 
fully with benefit to their members, 
he said. This was demonstrated from 
1924 to 1928. It stood to reason that 
accepting rapid deliveries in the fall 
and spreading sales throughout the 
year would, under the circumstances 
referred to, secure a better price than 
if the pe ger part of the crop were 
disposed of during the period of heavy 
deliveries. It had always been the 
belief of vast numbers of farmers that 
in most: years, prices are higher in the 
ng and summer months than in 
the late fall when the crop moves and 
when all their financial obligations 
become due and payable. 

Had it not been for the Pool opera- 
tions in relieving the futures market 
in the fall of 1928, the disastrous drop 
in wheat prices might have come about 
in that year, said Mr. Bredt. The 
Winnipeg market could not possibly 
have absorbed deliveries of 4 million 
bushels a day for a period of four 
months, which requirement would have 
developed had the Pools not been in 
operation that year. Pool farmers 
thus bore the burden for all wheat 
producers in preventing the collapse 
of the price structure in 1928. 

Mr. Bredt went into the three 
occasions when the Pool bought futures 
on the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 
The first occasion was in the spring of 
1925 when wheat .prices had been 
pushed down from around $2.19 to 
around $1.36. At that time the Pool’s 
initial payment was $1.35 and it was 
rumored that certain of the ain 
trade were out to break the Pools. 
The Selling Agency believed the drop 
was not warranted, and hence the 
decision to purenane futures and the 
price swung back substantially. Then 
again in the spring of 1929 the Selling 
Agency held prices by purchasin 
futures, Mr. Bredt stated. The thir 
occasion was the fall of 1929. In the 
first two instances the Pool Selling 
Agency made money but lost sub- 
stantially in the last. The net loss 
on the three transactions was a million 
dollars. 

The amount of information Mr. 
Bredt furnished the Commission was 
voluminous. All the charges that had 
been accumulated against the Pool 
over the years were discussed in detail. 


Mr. Bredt produced letters from 


British and continental millers includ- 
ing the head of the great British 
milling firm of Ranke and the powerful 
British co-operative, expressing regret 
at the closing of Pool agencies, for 
the purpose of showing how utterly 
ridiculous the story was about the 
Pool refusing to sell wheat to Britain 
when requested to do so by Hon. J. H. 
Thomas. Mr. Thomas never made the 
offer and the Pools never refused any 
reasonable offer from purchasers, he 
pointed out. 

The frankness of the Pool submission 
and the great details of their operations 
as disclosed before the Commission 
is much commented on, and attention 
has been called to the paucity of 
information provided by grain ex- 
change and grain company witnesses;

What will happen when the Gov- 
ernment attempts to force the budget 
through, no one knows. No material 
changes are expected to be made in 
the taxation and expenditure statistics, 
and generally the alignment of oppo- 
sition may be expected to be almost 
unchanged, since it was slashingly 
attacked by insurgents or ‘‘Activists’’ 
to use the name now adopted, during 
the hectic days of last March.

of the British, U.S., and other markets

For the more effective prosecution 
of farm marketing, the organization 
of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture has been radically altered. 


Protests Have Effect 


The vigorous protests lodged by 
some of the members against the 
increase in furniture duties in the 
dying hours -of the session appear to 
have some effect. When the Tariff 
Board recommended that the rate be 
raised from 30 per cent to 37-1/2 per 
cent (both of these are subject to a 
reduction of one-tenth and to an 
addition of 3 per cent excise tax) they 
did so on the ground that the furniture 
industry of Canada was in a bad 
way and needed re-organization, and 
they recommended that the addi- 
tional tariff help be granted for a 
period of at least two years. 

However, just the other day the 
Minister of Finance, no doubt moved 
to some extent by the trenchant criti- 
cism of the increase, instructed the 
Tariff Board to resume at once its 
examination of the furniture industry, 
assist it if required in the re-organi- 
zation, and in the relatively near future 
to review “the entire situation as 
regards tariff protection.” 


No Infant Industry 

In the debate in the House, Wester 
members took the stand that as the 
furniture industry had been operating 
for nearly 90 years, it was no “infant 
industry”? and should not be in need 
of additional tariff aid. The sincerity 
of the Liberals in raising the tariff, 
in view of their tariff pledges, was 
also questioned. It will be recalled 
that the general rate on furniture was 
45 per cent, and until the trade agree- 
ment was signed with the United 
States, that was the duty on shipments 
from that country. The intermediate 
rate, which was granted on the signing 


Now the rate is 37-1/2 per cent. 

Though in the past 18 months a 
substantial reduction has been accom- 
plished in many tariff items on which 
the Bennett policies had raised the 
levels to ridiculous heights, the low- 
tariff wing of the Liberal party is 
emphasising the absurd rates still in 
effect on some items, and a drive of 
some significance on this phase of 
Liberal policy may ‘be confidently 
expected between now and the next 
session.

So recently as last 
June Bolitho had written: “If compassion 
ruled his heart, common sense ruled his 
head. He was equipped, in perception and 
knowledge, to be a leader and not merely 
a grand name. . He was morally 
brave, his conscience was his guide. Whatever

SOUTH AFRICA CAN 
REMAIN NEUTRAL 
IN BRITISH WAR 


“Canadian Forum’ Suggests 
Canada Should ‘Raise Issue 
at Imperial Conference 


South Africa has taken steps which 
will enable her, should she so desire, 
effectively to declare her neutrality 
in a war in which Britain may engage, 
according to an article in a recent 
issue of the Canadian Forum, which 
suggests that the principles involved 
should be discussed at the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference in London. The 
article in the Canadian Forum reads 
as follows: 


The discussion of Canadian foreign 
policy has been proceeding on the 
assumption that the Canadian people 
are free to make for themselves the 
decision which will determine their 
relation to the next British war. 


Deliberately Vague 


Messrs. King and Lapointe, in 
deliberately vague statements in the 
House, have succeeded in giving the 
impression that, after Britain has 
started to fight, our Parliament can 
decide whether Canada shall be bellig- 
erent or neutral. It was by statements 
such as these that they managed to 
hold the more radical and pacifist of 
their followers. But in fact, we shall 
be participants in any European 
affray from the moment that His 
Majesty, on the advice of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, has declared war. 

At present, as repeatedly pointed 
out in these columns, we have no 
power of declaring our aged & 

e may decide to remain passively 
belligerent. But in that condition 
we shall be bound to intern ships 
belonging to Britain’s enemy, sto 
all trade and communication with 
that enemy and take other steps of 


similar character. | 


All Parliament Could Do 


More important, Canadian property 
may legally be seized by the enemy 
power and Canadian citizens arrested. 
Before our Parliament had time to 
meet there would almost certainly 
have been some ‘Incidents’? which, 
as reported in our papers, would 
inflame Canadian opinion. And when 
Parliament did meet the only question 
which it could decide would be whether 
we should send troops overseas or not. 

This is because the Crown of Great 
Britain can alone speak for us on 
the subject of war and peace. The 
royal prerogative in this field: has 
never been delegated to our Governor- 
General. The decision of His Majesty, 
which will be taken on the advice of 
Mr. Chamberlain, advice which cannot 
be overridden by that of our Mr. 
King, will have brought us into the 
war for the duration. 


South Africa and Neutrality 


In South Africa, where the climate 
or something seems to prevent the 
emergence of such flabby politicians 
as our Mr. King, they have faced up 
to this issue of the powers of the 
Dominion Government on questions 
of peace and war, and they appear to 
have settled it. 

In 1934 the South African Parlia- 
ment passed two Acts, the Status of 


Union Act and the Royal Executive - 


Functions and Seals Act.* The first 
declares the status of the Union of 
South Africa as a sovereign inde- 
pendent state, and enacts that the 
executive government of the Union, 
in any aspect of its domestic . or 
external affairs, is vested in the King, 
acting on the advice of his Ministers 
of State for the Union, and may be 
administered by His Majesty in person 
or by the Governor-General as his 
representative. The second provides 
the Union with a Great Seal and a 
Signet of its own, to be kept in the 
custody of the Prime Minister, and 
lays down that whenever the King’s 
signature to any instrument cannot 
be obtained or when the obtaining

Urge that Canada Follow 
South Africa’s Example 


Urging that Canada follow the ex- 
ample of South Africa by securing 
ower to declare her neutrality in an 
mperial war, the following resolution 
was adopted by the Wayne U.F.A. 
Local shortly before Parliament ad- 
journed and the Prime Minister left 
for London to attend the Coronation 
and the Imperial Conference; a copy 
of the resolution was forwarded to 
Mr. King: 

In part the resolution reads: 

Whereas, the Parliament of South 
Africa has adopted legislation which 
will place that Dominion in a position 
effectively to declare her neutrality 
in any Imperial war in which South 
Africa does not wish to become in- 
volved. ; 

Therefore, be it resolved that we 
strongly urge the adoption of similar 
legislation by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, and further, that we urge the 
Canadian Parliament to instruct the 
Prime Minister, as head of the Cana- 
dian delegation to the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference, to support the 
principle of this legislation at the 
Conference. 


of it would, in the opinion of the South 
African government, cause undue de- 
lay, then the Governor-General, on 
the advice of his Ministers of State 
for the Union, may execute and sign 
such. instruments on behalf of His 
Majesty; and an instrument so execu- 
ted and signed by the Governor- 
General, and countersigned by one 
of his Ministers, shall be of the same 
force and effect as an instrument 
signed by the King. 


Can Declare Neutrality 


Thus South Africa, if. she wishes 
to do so, through her own Governor- 
General (who is now a South African, 
not an importation from England), 
can declare her neutrality in any 
British war. The right to do this 
without question will probably not 
be complete until foreign states have 
been formally notified. And it would 
seem that the proper body to decide 
that the outside world should be 
notified about the new relationship 
between the states of the Common- 
wealth would be the Imperial Con- 
ference. Here is one of the questions 
that might be discussed at the Con- 
ference in June. But, my dear, this 
is Coronation Year!

Is Heart Disease 
Craigmyle, Alta.—I have a heavy 
draught mare, “Belgian”. Been ailing 
all winter, swells in legs if kept in 


barn, both back and front. 


Kept 
good appetite 


in winter while fed 
with fair rations and stock food 
included condition powder. Tried 
to work her in spring, but very short 
of wind, would’only pull a few hundred 
feet and then stop and pant; only 
did odd jobs about barnyard. 
thought she had lung trouble on left 
side; on listening about the middle of 
her ribs could hear a whistling sound 
every time she breathed. Two little 
blisters about size of hand formed 
between front legs under chest. Cur: 
ried and hand-rubbed her ribs and 
belly for a long time and she seemed 
better next day.. _Refuses bran mash, 
eats green feed bundles (small amount) 
and feeds on new brome grass in 
field but stands most of the day 
Grenier and stupid. Mare is rather 
old, about 13 or 14, condition poor, 
drinks fair amount of water each 
day and I place a pail of water in 
manger at night. 

Answer: From the symptoms you 
give I would say your mare has a 
chronic enlargement and dilation of 
the heart. Treatment---complete rest 
and give one teaspoonful of tincture 
strophanthies three times a day.

- Answer.—Use the following blister: 
Red Iodide of Mercury 2 drams, 
powdered canthardies 2 drams, lard 
2 ounces. Mix well and rub in well 
for 20 minutes.

Movement Passes | 


H. C. McDaniel, Former Member 
U.F.A. Board and Executive, 
Dies at Medicine Hat

Readers of The Western Farm Leader 


who had the privilege of knowing him 
will learn with deep regret of the 
death of H. cDaniel, in the 
Medicine Hat general hospital on 
March 30th. He had been unwell 
for the past four years, but until a 
month ago had been able to take an 
interest in affairs. 
In Day to Day Struggle 
Mr. McDaniel, who came to Canada 
from the United States, was for many 
years an active worker in the farm 
movement. Convinced of the need 
for fundamental reconstruction of our 
economic life, as the only means of 
solving the problems of agriculture 
and industry’ and attaining social 
equity, he nevertheless regarded the 
day to day struggle for alleviation of 
conditions under capitalism as im- 
portant. He had a practical turn of 
mind which in no wise detracted from 
his social idealism. On the U.F.A. 
Executive and Board these qualities 
were exemplified to good purpose. 
He served as’ a member of the Board 
or Executive from 1923 to 1927 
inclusive, and he will be remembered 
as one of the pioneers who assisted in 
laying the foundations of the United 
Farmers’ organization—foundations 
which remain and upon which any 


' future movement capable of meeting jn 


the needs of the farm people will be 
built. 

Mrs. McDaniel served on the U.F. 
W.A. Board for many years—almost 
continuously from the inception of 
the women’s section in 1915, retiring 
at the beginning of last year. 

In behalf of the Association and 
in his own behalf, President Gardiner 
extended deepest sympathy to Mrs. 
McDaniel in her great bereavement.

Readers’ Forum on C.C.F. Program 


"Agricultural Section of Program Analyzed by Five Mile Local— 
Letters to Editor Both Favorable and Critical Submitted 


In this issue we open the Readers’ Forum for discussion of the 
Draft C.C.F. Provincial Program submitted to the Locals for their 
consideration by the Alberta Provincial Council of the C.C.F. 

A number of letters are published in this issue; and others will 
follow. Readers are invited to submit their views, and requested to 


make their letters brief. 


In our last issue we published the Preamble of the Draft C.C.F. 
Provincial Program, together with certain additions to the Preamble 
proposed by the Five Mile U.F.A. Local, Claresholm. We preface 
our Forum this week with the complete original text of the section of 
the program dealing with Agriculture, together with the section as it 
would read if the suggestions made by Five Mile Local should be 
adopted. W.J. Harper of Claresholm explains the grounds upon which 
this Local considers the changes desirable. 


ORIGINAL DRAFT 


I. AGRICULTURE 
Debt-Free Farms for Farmers 


1. Land. 

(a) Security of tenure for the 
farmer on all land which he owns and 
maintains in production. 

(b) The introduction of a long 
term leasehold system in respect to 
Crown Lands, to protect settlers mak- 
ing improvements thereon, the annual 
fee for the leasehold to be based upon 
actual production value of such hold- 


gs. 

(c) No further alienation either by 
gift or by sale of lands now held by 
the Crown in the right of the Province, 
nor of lands which may be subse- 
quently returned to the Crown. 

(d) Surtax on all agricultural land 
not in production. 

(e) A survey of soil and other con- 
ditions to determine suitability of 

roduction for various sections of the 
rovince. 

(f) Land reclamation and storage 
of water reserves. 

2. Debt. 

The paying of high speculative 
prices for land has been the greatest 
of all burdens on the agricultural in- 
dustry. Therefore, we propose: 

(a) Debt reduction to that figure 
which each farmer can pay out of the 
products of his farm, after he has 
maintained an adequate standard of 
living and taken care of current 
production costs. 

(b) Protection of all debtors against 
foreclosure during the period required 
for revaluation and debt reduction. 
3. Marketing. 

(a) Government assistance in the 
organization of producer controlled 
agencies for the co-operative market- 
ing of agricultural products. 

(d) Where the establishment of 
co-operative marketing agencies by 
the producers is not found possible, 
the Government to exercise such 

owers as~it possesses under the 

ritish “ North America Act to set 
up suitable marketing agencies with 
producer representation upon the 
controlling boards of such agencies. 

(c) The Provincial Government to 
urge the Dominion Government to 
set up national agencies for the selling 
of Canada’s major agricultural and 
other natural products in the export 
market and to assist in the setting 
up of such agencies by the passing of 
any enabling legislation that may be 
found necessary. 

4. Rural Electrification. 

Rural electrification, where con- 
ditions warrant, by use of our natural 
resources of coal, water, gas and oil.

PROPOSED CHANGES 


| I. AGRICULTURE | 


1. Land, 


(a) (Unchanged). 

(b) The introduction of a long 
term leasehold system in repect to 
Crown Lands, to protect settlers mak- 
ing improvements thereon. Annual 
rental fee to be based upon the actual 
productive capacity of the land. 

(c) Provision for the voluntary re- 
turn of privately owned land to the 
Crown by its owners in exchange for 
a long term lease, the fee for such 
lease to be based upon the actual 
productive value of the land. 

(d) No further alienation of Crown 
Lands or of lands subsequently re- 
turned to the Crown. 

(e) Surtax on all land not in pro- 
duction. 

(f) Continuation of soils survey as 
at present carried out by the Depart- 
ment of soils, University of Alberta, 
and advice to farmers as to the most 
economical use of their land -based 
upon this soil. survey and other cli- 
matic and economic factors. 

(g) . Co-operation of the Federal 
Government in land reclamation and 
water storage schemes under the 
P.F.R.A. or any subsequent acts. 


2. Debt. 

We believe that the debt problem 
of the Western Canadian Farmer has 
never been approached in a scientific 
manner. Debt legislation has thus 
far been of inestimable benefit, but 
has proven inadequate in many cases, 
and has had the tendency to penalize 
unduly those who could pay and favor 
those who have not tried. 

Therefore, we propose: 

(a) Acomplete survey of the Debt- 
Carrying capacity of farmers in all 
districts of Alberta; this debt-carry- 
ing capacity to be expressed in terms 
of pereantene of produce. 

(b) Reduction of debts to the debt 
carr ing. capacity of the land. 

(co) uch reduction to be retro- 
active to the origin of the debt. ) 

(d) Protection for all debtors until 
0 legislation can be brought into 
effect. 


3. Marketing. 

We believe that many of the pro- 
ducers and consumers marketing pro- 
blems can be solved only by co-opera- 
tive selling and purchasing of pro- 
ducts. We believe that more attent- 
tion should be given to the building 
up of co-operative organizations con- 
trolled by those whom such organiza- 
tions are designed to serve. : 

(a) Therefore we propose that a 
Department of Co-operative Market- 


ing be established by the Provincial - , 


Government to supervise and co- 
ordinate co-operative activities with- 
in the Province and to further these 
activities in any way possible. 

(b) The Provincial Government to 
urge the Dominion Government to 
set up National Marketing Boards 
having adequate producer representa~- 
tion.

Comment on Proposed 
Changes 


W. 


J. Harper comments on the 


- proposed changes in the section dealing 


with land, as follows: 

In revising the Agricultural section 
of the draft program, our committee 
felt that one important point had 
been omitted from the original draft. 
Since this section follows (b) in logical 
sequence, we inserted it there, renum- 
bering the subsequent points in accord- 
ance with this change. The section 
which we inserted is marked ‘(c) in 
our revision and provides for the 
“voluntary return of all privately 
owned land to the Crown by its 
owners, in return for a long-term a 
the fee for such lease to be base 
upon the actual productive capacity 
of the land.’’ 

This is in reality an extension of the 
present lease-hold system now in 
vogue between the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the large ranchers in the 
Province. 

It would be financially impossible 
for these ranchers to carry on if the 
had to purchase their range land, 
paying high rates of taxation upon it. 

ost small rancher-farmers must pur- 
chase their pasture and range land 
since it has been homesteaded in the 
past, and so is privately owned. 

Would Assist ‘‘Rancher-Farmer”’ 

The payment of purchase price, 
interest, and taxes on this land makes 
it a liability rather than an asset today, 
and yet the owner must. hang on to 
it, or be forced out of business entirely. 
Return of this land to the Crown. in 
exchange for a long-term lease, at a 
fee commensurate with the productive 
power of the land, would be of vast 
assistance to all rancher-farmers and 
would go far toward giving them a 
feeling of permanence which they .do 
not now possess. 

Furthermore, this class of land is 
now being badly over-grazed, and its 


’ stock-carrying capacity is becoming 


seriously impaired. The present 
owners realize this, but the high cost 
of the land necessitates the pursuit 
of this ultimately disastrous policy, 
which is slowly but surely ruining 
much of Alberta’s best range land. 
Under the system which we suggest, 
the grazing could be supervised and 
controlled, and our grazing policy be 
established on a permanent basis. — 

It might also be pointed out that 
if farming remains as unprofitable in 
the future as it has been during the 
past seven years, it is inévitable that 
certain of the poorer farm lands in 
the Provonce will continue to be a 
liability and their owners will be 
better advised to turn them back to 
the Crown in return for a long-term 
lease at a very low fee. 

Our committee also felt that sections 
(e) and (f) in the original draft should 
be definitely tied up with the work 
now being done in this regard by the 
University of Alberta and the Do- 
minion Government respectively. As 
originally presented, these sections 
would suggest additional heavy ex- - 
penditures by the Province. Actually 
they would add little to the present 
expenditures now peng allocated for 
these purposes by the Province. Our 
subsections dealing with the matter 
are (f) and (g). 

In section (e) of the original draft, 
@ minor change was made, namely, 
the omission of the words, “‘in the right 
of the Province.” It was felt that 
since practically all Crown lands are 
now in the right of the Province, this 
phrase was unnecessary.

Inquirer.—The mortgage referred to

As long, there- 
fore, as the moratorium is in effect, 
you cannot take any action against 
the borrower. No one can say at 
present what the position will be 
after the first of July, when the present 
moratorium expires, but you will 
probably have to get the consent of 
the Debt Adjustment Board before 
commencing proceedings in any event. 


Payments on Mortgage 


L.A.W.—Without seeing a copy of 
the proposal made by. the Board of 
Review it is very difficult to reply 
to your inquiry. The proposal no 
doubt sets out the annual payments 
you must make to the holder of the 
mortgage. If you make these pay- 
ments you will not be asked where 
the wheat was grown. Generally 
I would say no serious objection 
will be made if you put the crop in on 
the other quarter. I might add that 
even if you do not live up exactly to 
the terms of the proposal, the creditor 
cannot take action without first 
going before a judge and you would 
then have a chance to state your 
position. If you have not made a 
serious default and can show that 
you are doing your best, the judge 
will probably not permit the creditor 
to proceed. 


Farm Laborer’s Holidays 


McG.—There is no law in this 
Province governing the holidays which 
a farm laborer is entitled to have. 
That is a matter of contract between 
the laborer and his employer at the 
time the engagement is made. If you 
are not satisfied with the terms of your 
engagement, you should negotiate a 
new agreement. The one law in 
force governing work on Sunday is 
The Lord’s Day Act which limits the 
work which can be done to works of 
necessity. No prosecution under this 
Act can be started without the consent 
of the Attorney General. If you feel 
you are being forced to do more work 
on Sunday than you should, you should 
write to the Attorney-General. 


School Insurance Policy 


V.J.B.—The insurance policy on the 
school was no doubt subject to a clause 
rotecting the debenture holder and 
f cannot see that you can force the 
insurance company to pay the money 
to the district. In any event, as the 
debenture holder has a judgment, he 
can attach the money in the hands 
of the company. If you have a 
defence of real merit to the action 
brought by the debenture holder, you 
might open up the default judgment. 
I cannot see that you have any 
defence of merit and doubt if you 
would succeed. I certainly think you 
should have a lawyer appear for the 
Board of Public Utilities Commission 
to see that the annual payments 
ordered by the Board are as low as 
possible. - ,

Under a new agreement the Federal 
Government will grant $350,000 to 
the Province’s $350,000 for relief 
highway work this season, it is reported 
from Edmonton. 


DOMINION 

Ontario Conservatives will reject 
Premier Hepburn’s invitation to co- 
operate in a Union Government, it is 
reported. 

About half the Montreal dress 
manufacturers have recognized the 
garment workers’ union affiliated with 
the C.I.0. 

L. C. Brouilette, president of the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, died sud- 
denly in Vancouver and was buried 
in Regina on April 27th. 

With the consent of the Federal 
Parliament and of the new B.C. 
Legislature, Yukon territory will be- 
come part of the Coast Province. 

Four B. C. Doukhobors have died 
recently from poisoning, apparently 
of the same kind. Two others are 
recovering in Nelson hospital. 

The Thames River is subsiding, 
having flooded farm lands in Western 
Ontario and caused serious damage 
in London, Chatham and Thamesville.

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Protest Saar ora 
of Distribution of 
Seed to Farmers 


Because of the breakdown in the 
arrangements of the Alberta Govern- 
ment for the distribution of seed 
en thousands, and possibly hun- 

reds of thousands of acres of land 
in the Province will go unseeded, 
President Robert Gardiner and Vice- 
President Norman F. Fence stated 
in a press interview last week. 

Because no feed oats have been 
provided for summer-fallowing, this 
work will also be greatly handicapped, 
they stated. 

Repeated Efforts 

The President and Vice-president 
outlined the repeated efforts made 
by the U.F.A. for more than a month 
past to have the situation rectified. 
As the maximum allowed per farmer 
is 300 bushels, and this is uncleanéd, 
laté distribution means further delay, 
it was pointed out; and many districts 
had received no seed at all. 

Reports were being received of 
farmers selling their machinery to buy 
seed, Mr. Priestley stated, giving 
details district by district of the many 
complaints received from farmers at 
Central Office in regard to the great 
measure of failure in distribution. 
Many municipalities lacked even the 
proper application forms. 


Chant’s Denial 
' Hon. W. N. Chant in an interview 
denied that the system of. distribution 
had broken down, and remarked that 
if the U.F.A. was receiving ‘‘applica- 
tions’ for seed, they should have been 
forwarded by U.F.A. headquarters. 
As to cleaning he said, ‘‘We had on 
hand 350,000 bushels of oats that had 
been cleaned and these were made 
available for seeding.’’ All wheat for 
seed had been drawn from _ local 
sources, and it would not have been eco- 
nomical for the Government to clean it. 
Main Issue Avoided 

In reply, Mr. Gardiner and Mr. 
Priestley declared that Mr. Chant 
had avoided the main issue. The 
U.F.A. had not been receiving ‘‘appli- 
cations’. for seed grain but “ 
plaints’’ of slowness in handling. 
As long ago as February 11th the 
need for immediate action was pointed 
out to the Government by the U.F.A. 
delegation presenting Convention reso- 
lutions. 

The U.F.A. officers further pointed 
out that they had ascertained from 
Federal authorities what the arrange- 
ments made available to the Province 
were, and repeated efforts had been 
made since to get a declaration of 
policy from the Alberta Government. 
--The point they had made about 
cleaning seed, they stated, -was that 
when it was received late by the 
farmer the work of cleaning involved 
further delay in his operations. 

Another outstanding need was horse 
feed: If farmers had insufficient seed, 
land now prepared would have to be 
summer fallowed and the amount of 
summer| cultivation would thus be 
increased.

Based on prices of 147 items of 
farm machinery, groceries, clothing, 
household equipment and taxes, Major 
Strange, research director of the 
Searle Grain Company, estimated, in 
a brief presented to the Turgeon 
Grain Commission, that Western farm- 
ers had to carry annual costs of $60,- 
000,000 since 1930 as compared with 
1913 and 1914. He quoted statistics 
extensively to show that the costs of 
farm machinery aré_abnormally high, 
the spread between factory cost and 
sale prices being given.

to impose its will upon the processors 
and consumers of the world. Its 
first aim should be to bring the best 
possible returns to the producer 
and thereby ensure that the grain 
growing industry which has been so 
frequently referred to as the back- 
bone of Canada’s economic system, 
can be carried on scientifically and 
according to principles of sound 
economy.” 
Quotes Convention Resolution 
Mr. Gardiner surveyed the history 
of the struggle of the farmers for better 
marketing conditions, and dealt in 
detail with various factors which add 
unduly to the cost of production. As 
to the tariff policies of Canada he said: 
At Least Cost of Production 
‘Recognizing that these policies 
have increased the cost of production 
of farm products, and 
nizing that the fiscal policies of Canada 
have induced the development of many 
exotic industries which must import 
their raw material, and realizing that 
any drastic change in fiscal policy 
which would place the farmer in a 
osition to purchase his requirements 
reely in the open market would be 
detrimental to these exotic industries, 
and to those employed in them, we 
suggest that it is the responsibility 
of the Dominion Government to take 
into consideration all the circum- 
stances, and to determine the most 
equitable methods whereby the farm- 
ers of Canada will receive at least the

cost of production for their products.”’ 

In the course of his evidence, Mr. 
McFarland stressed the necessity of a. 
price-fixing method that would operate 
in the interests of all. “It is my 
conviction,” he declared, ‘“‘that this 
Dominion cannot afford to depend on 
the futures system of price making, 
especially while Governments in com- 
petitive as well as importing countries 
continue to maintain their farmers in 
production by various forms of assist- 
ance.” 

Mr. McFarland said that the year 
1934-35 was the only one open to 
criticism from the standpoint of 
stabilization. Previously politics 
had not had any influence upon 
them, but in that period, ‘‘as the 


result of intrusion of politics the 
problem was made _ increasingly 


difficult and complex.’’ 

Efforts to discredit the stabilization 
operations had cost loss to the mar- 
kets. ‘‘Those people may not have 
been aware of the ‘damage they were 
doing our export trade at that time, 
but they cannot evade responsibility,’’ 


he stated. 


‘Time is the only measure of suc- 
cess or failure of any undertaking, 
and time has shown criticisms to have 
been all wrong.”’

Thoughts on the Radio Addresses From a Recent Doctors’ Convention 


By ISA GRINDLAY JACKSON » 


During the past few years we have 
all experienced poverty in some degree. 
We have learned to make sacrifices 
automatically and have become adept 
to compromising between life as it is 
and lifé as it should be. We have, 
consciously or unconsciously, culti- 
vated resignation. We have become 
dangerously patient. 


Too Much Patience 


The stupidity of too much patience 
was brought home to me while listen- 
ing to the radio addresses of the dis- 
tinguished surgeons and doctors who 

athered in convention recently in 
dmonton. The speeches were most 
interesting, rich in good-will and good 


advice. They were delivered in the. 


most friendly spirit, the speakers being 
obviously, and righteously, proud. of 
a profession that has so much to offer for 
the alleviation of human misery. 
They made no reference to the 
large percentage of scientific ac- 
complishment in the field of medi- 
cine, as in other fields of scientific 
achievement, that is running to 
waste because the people for whom 
it was intended find it financially 
beyond their reach. 


One doctor urged medical attention 
for a hand injury. Even a scratch, he 
ointed out, is potentially dangerous. 
But in this district, and doubtless:‘in 
many others, a doctor is practically 
inaccessible, sometimes because of 


road conditions and nearly always be-. 


cause of the lack of means with which 
to pay for his services. Strictly 
emergent cases can, of course, apply 
for attention through the police, but 
there is still a surprising number of 
people who, wisely or unwisely, look 
on relief as a last and almost unac- 
ceptable resort. 


The Time Element 


Another doctor, or the same one, 
stressed the time element in getting 
medical treatment for accident cases. 
This, mark you, when a relief camp is 
allowed to operate without medical 
services of any kind and where a 
twenty-four hour delay in getting 


patients to hospital is about the 
minimum. I refer to the Sturgeon 
Lake project, but no doubt it is not 
unique. If the young men employed 
in this work were criminals in jail 
they would at least have a doctor and 
hospital close at hand. This opens 
up @ very unpleasant line of thought. 
Still another speaker urged every 
person to have a doctor and hospital 
selected so as to be ready for any 
eventuality. How many people, by 
force of circumstances, never call on a 
doctor or think of an hospital but are 
taken to these as a last extremity? 


Pre-natal Care . 


The value of pre-natal care was 
urged upon us at a time when farm 
women are taking more of a chance in 
child-birth than ever before. I question 
if one per cent of our local births have 
the benefit of medical care either 
through a doctor or a competent 
nurse. How many mothers will suffer 
to the day of their deaths—probably 
premature death— as a penalty for 
unattended child-bearing? How many 
children are growing up with infirm- 
ities which could have been detected 
and corrected at birth? ~ 

I gathered from another distin- 
guished speaker that we are to be 
made “cancer-conscious.” The signs 
of this disease are very elusive. Al- 
most any symptom should be suspected 
of having some relation to it and should 
be subjected to a medical examination 
forthwith. To what end? What is it 
going to protit @ person to have cancer 
diagnosed’ and come home again? 
It can be cured if taken early. At 
what expense? At whose expense? 

A campaign for medical examina- 
tion of cancer suspects before pro- 
vision has been made for free 
cancer treatment is putting the cart 
before the horse. 

It must, moreover, cause a great 
deal of mental suffering to people who 
know their health is not what it should 
be but are powerless to do anything 
about it. Our citizens are sufficiently 
educated now to get a medical examina- 
tion when they think they require it

Is it not possible 
that a fundamental enange in living 
conditions, improving both the physi- 
calenvironment and relieving the mind 
of its demoralizing economic worries, 
should have a stimulating effect on 
our birth-rate? Surely the time has 
come for trying out some gigantic 
reform when it is now demonstrated 
shat we have absolutely nothing to 
ose, 

That is why I say that our patience 
is dangerous. We must have a new 
order and we must have it soon. State 
medicine, the most urgent need of 
today, might well serve for its intro- 
duction, — 

No more promising field exists for 
demonstration of the principle that a 
nation is enriched by the well-being 
and contentment of its citizens.

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FRENCH-CANADA for YOUTH CONGRESS 


Will Make Congress Fully Representative of Both Races—Expect 
Over 300 Delegates, Representing Nearly Million 
Young Canadians 


The most important development inwill hold that do not coincide 


the Canadian Youth Congress is the 
per sco en masse of the French- 
anadian youth organizations at the 
coming Congress in 
22nd, 23rd and 24th. 

At a meeting in Montreal, repre- 
sentatives of 25 French-Canadian 
youth Oa eer under the leader- 
ship of M. Francois Desmarais, presi- 
dent of the Association Catholique de 
la Jeunesse Canadienne, met the 
Continuations Committee of the Can- 
adian Youth Congress, including mem- 
bers of the Toronto and ontreal 
Youth Councils, under the chairman- 
ship of Norman Levy, Chairman of 
the movement. 

Among the 80 who attended the 
meeting, were representatives of Les 
Jeunes Reformistes, Les Jeunesses 
Patriotes, La Jeunnesse Ouvriere Cath- 
olique L’ Action Laurentienne, Le 
Chambre de Commerce Junior, La 
Ligue des Jeunesse Communistes, rep- 
resenting all the major French youth 
organizations. After some discussion 
these representatives, English-speaking 
and French-speaking, representing the 
great part of organized youth in Can- 
ada, unanimously supported the move- 
ment, and declared that they would 
have at least 300 delegates to the 
Congress. The meeting was held under 
the joint chairmanship of Mr. Levy 
and M. Desmarais. 

Leaders of the Canadian Youth 
Congress movement have expressed 
the opinion that the only weakness 
of the 1936 Congress at Ottawa, even 
bhquge it gained the nb of 350,000 
youth throughout the Dominion, was 
the lack of sufficient French-Canadian 
representation. The support of these 
organizations now being assured, the 
Congress in May should be one of the 
most important gatherings ever held 
in this country. It is estimated that 
between 1,000 and 1,200 delegates, 
representing 800,000 to 1,000,000 youth 
of Canada will converge on Montreal 
for this historic gathering.

A Congress For Youth

‘month of Youth. As the culmination 


of spring it has always earned the 
flowery plaudits of the poets—even 
the good ones.

those of the other. 4 
For the Congress to be as fully 
representative as we wish, the 
farm must be there. In the con- 
centration of the city the problems 
of finance are difficult. Yet in the 
_ country the difficulties are infinitely 
greater. Crop failures, sparse popu- 
lation are factors that seem insur- 
mountable, yet if sufficient com- 
mittees can be set up to look 
after the work of sending delegates, 
they can co-operate to send a 

number. 


To send one from each district 
might be impossible; if it is, why not 
send one from two or three districts? 
It is all a question of organization. 


Value of Local Committees 


The Junior U.F.A. is actively sup- 
porting the Youth Congress Move- 
ment, yet they have their own work 
to do and cannot be expected to under- 
take anything of this magnitude in 
addition to their already widespread 
activities; but local committees cor- 
responding through the Provincial 
Committee of the Youth Congress 
Movement can undertake to see that 
the Farm receives its representation. 

The Youth Councils of Calgary and 

Edmonton are strongly behind this 
drive to have farm delegates at the 
Congress, yet they are unable to do 
more than help. ‘They have their own 
difficulties to surmount. However, 
they are giving the lead, and they are 
actively supporting the Provincial 
committee in its work. 
_ There are numbers of active workers 
in this Province, perhaps awaiting 
such an opportunity as this. The 
time is now ripe to work hard for the 
Montreal Congress. Write to the 
Secretary of the Provincial Committee, 
Canadian Youth Congress Move- 
ment, at 52 Union Building, Calgary, 
and all the help possible will be given. 
If you live nearer some other Council 
centre, your problem will be dealt 
with from there. It takes the Pro- 
vincial Committee, and it takes YOU 
to make a success of farm representa- 
tion. The Committee is anxious to 
do its part. 

The problems of Peace, of Social 
Justice, and of the policies of youth 
toward them is not just for today. 
If we do not meet them and co-operate 
to defeat injustice and war they may 
face us forever. 

And so we look forward to the Mon- 
treal Congress, towards peace and to- 
wards social Justice through the co- 
operation of Youth of City, Town 
and Farm.

One wonders sometimes if any 
business in the world is subjected to 
as much ballyhoo as fa ming. 

We have entered another crop 
season. So far as reserve moisture 
is concerned, it is a long, long time 
since conditions were as unfavorable 
as they are at present. In the imme- 
diate Calgary district to date, there 
have fallen two rains, both limited in 
volume. + Yet thousands of citizens 
and more than one newspaper have 
referred to these showers as ‘million 
dollar rains.”’

Question some of these impression- 
able citizens and you will find they 
have placed themselves in the happy 
frame of mind of believing that all 
is now well with the farmer; a bumper 
crop of everything that grows from 
the soil is assured, and the wealth 
which always follows a bountiful crop 
in seasons of good prices will soon be 
figuratively flowing down the streets 
of sri ant A 

And here is one of the reactions from 
this form of delusion. Writing from 
the East a business friend in a recent 
letter said: 

“T note from the press here you, 
have had some wonderful rains. This 
is indeed good news as I know you 
needed some soakers to ensure a crop. 
With the greatly improved prices for 
wheat and the cheerful crop outlook

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we shall expect the West to make a 
real comeback this season.”’ 

No wonder the East is sometimes 
at sixes and sevens with regard to our 
true position. 

Someone once said something to 
the effect that it takes more than 
one swallow to make a summer. It 
takes more than one or two showers 
to make a crop. We need rain, and 
plenty of it. There is no need at 
present for undue pessimism concern- 
ing the 1937 crop outlook; neither 
are there any signs telling us con- 
clusively of the right / amounts of 
precipitation at the right times. Every- 
one hopes for the best—meanwhile 
would we not do well to see the facts 
as they are and not as we would like 
them to be?

The wheat market has failed to de- 
velop any definitely strong trend since 
the lengthy decline which occurred 
over the past few weeks. The statis- 
tical position still remains strong but 


rospects of a better crop in the: 


nited States this year and the as- 
surance of a big crop now tc | har- 
vested in India together with favor- 
able conditions in the Danube Basin 
has released a lot of tension. The 
Danube countries are exporting freely 
now that they are assured of fairly 
good crops. 

In the meantime: surplus supplies 
in exporting countries are _ rapidly 
declining. If Canada gets rid of an- 
other 50 million bushels her carryover 
will be between 35 and 40 million, 
which is about as low as it ean reason- 
ably be expected to go. Australia and 
Argentina between them can hardl 
spare another 50 million bushels wit 
many months to come before their 
harvests are due.

believe must be overcome before they 
can put their business in order. It has 
been refreshing to listen to these men, 
and to note their deep convictions. 

Most of them are strongly in favor 
of a Wheat Marketing Board. They 
believe that only by this method of 
marketing can their interests be pro- 
tected, and they point out they have 
had some experience in marketing 
through such Boards. 

It was on this, that the most per- 
sistent questioning seemed to come 
from the Commission counsels and the 
legal lights of the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange and the North West Grain 
Dealers Association. How would you 
operate such a Board? “What would 
you prescribe as the duties of the 
officers? What policies would you 
follow as to this and that? 


From the angle of an observer it 
seemed as though far too much effort 
was put into these cross-examinations. 
If a farmer believes in national mar- 
keting of wheat, it seems to me as 
though that is as far as he could 
reasonably be expected to follow the 
matter. It would be the duty of the 
Government, and of the Board itself 
to take care of the: establishing of 
policies and the. details of admini- 
stration. 

Outside the fences of his own farm 
the representative operator in Alberta 
or elsewhere on the prairies is not an 
administrator, no more so, at any 
rate, than the usual lawyer is an 
agriculturist. Having said that by 
virtue of their experience in marketing 
wheat, they had more faith in a 
national marketing organization than 
in today’s selling channels, these 
farmers went as far as they reasonably 
could be expected to.

Editor, The Western Farm Leader: 


I hasten to avail myself of your 
generous offer to discuss the new 
program of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. te 

For many years I have waited for 
the day when our organization would 
champion a Provincial policy that 
would be of lasting benefit to our 
young people. While I have followed 
the co-operative movement closely 
and now patiently and sympatheti- 
cally follow the advVentures of our 
people in their attempt at monetary 
reform, I must say that, to me, it 
has always been obvious that land 
and educational reform would have 
to be adopted before any noticeable 
improvement would be seen in Al- 
berta’s rural life. 

Severe climate makes it necessary 
for us to spend so much for clothing 
and fuel, a long freight haul adding 
to cost of everything we have to buy 
or sell, makes such inroads into our 
income, that we cannot expect to 
contribute much to the present cen- 
tralization of wealth madness even 
if we would, no, not even the silver 
tongued ‘‘People’s League’’ would be 
able to find a way to extort much 
money from us if the future does 
not hold in store any better remunera- 
tion to farmers in this Province than 
has been our experience since settle- 
ment. 


Leasehold of Crown Lands 


Clause ‘‘B’” sub-section one in the 
heading ‘‘Agriculture’’ provides for a 
eee term leasehold system for crown 
ands. 

Most young people wishing to 
start up housekeeping on a farm 
have to assume a large land pay- 
ment, with added interest and 
taxes. These have been based 
upon the best average crop in the 
district, which in themselves have 
created an impossible position for 
these young people when either the 
crop failed or the market broke, 
or fell below normal. 


No ‘people should continue any 
policy that enslaves its youth, de- 
priving them in all too many cases 
of the necessities of life, just for the 
privilege to live (and incidentally that 
some rich man in a faraway land may 
wallow in luxury).

The other great reform proposed 
is contained in section 3, sub-heading 
“‘Education,”’ 

Throughout the country we can 
meet very clever young people who, 
upon being asked why they did not 
continue their education, will answer 
that times being bad Dad could not 
find the money for them to continue.

n this letter, I shall try to point 
out why I believe these two criticisms 
to be true and on another page I begin 

iscussion of certain proposed amend- 
ments which I believe will overcome 
the difficulties. 


Practical Realities 

I fully agree with the ultimate aims 
of the C.C.F., but I am much more 
concerned with the present realities 
of the situation. Visions of an Utopian 
land are of little value unless we can 
confine our efforts towards building a 
practical road, based upon realities, 
which will lead us to that land. 

As an example of visionary planning 
consider the following point in the 
program, under the heading of ‘‘Un- 
employment.” 

a) “Work for every worker, with 
remuneration adequate for modern 
living standards.”’ 

I agree to the pracple but I would 
point out to the C.C.F. Executive that 
the problem of unemployment is world- 
wide, and has baffled the best states- 
men of all countries. True, it is a 
product of the capitalistic system, but 
Alberta cannot and dare not change 
that system by herself. 

An attempt to carry out this par- 
ticular point would result in all the 
unemployed in Canada flocking to 
Alberta, and the Province is powerless 
to stop them. The results would be 
disastrous. 


Case of Housing 

Let us take another example— 
point (a) under “Housing.” 

‘‘A comprehensive housing policy 
to replace slums and shacks, both in 
urban and rural areas.” 

Again I agree with the principle, 
but, where is the money coming 
from? Two years ago we were 
greeted with loud laughter when 
we asked that question, but it is 
still unanswered, and in all prob- 
ability will remain so. 

Under the pron, of ‘‘Education”’ 
we find that everything will be free, 
even to university students as far as 
possible. Once more I agree to the 
principle, but, aside from the cost, 
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T would point out that it ish notorious 
fact that Alberta offers few oppor- 
tunities to her University graduates; 
A large percentage of them are forced 
to leave the Province, and seek oppor- 
tunity elsewhere. Alberta cannot 
afford to spend money in training 
young men and women, only to lose 
them to other Provinces or countries. 

Turning to the second criticism, 
namely, that the proposed platform 
cannot be carried out | the Province 
for financial and legislative reasons, 
I would point out as an example the . 
first heading under Natural Resources 


and Public Services. 


‘1. First Steps. (Please note that.) 
(a) Socialization of coal, water- 
power, tar sands, gas and oil . .:.” 
Again I agree, but I am not so 
foolish as to think that the Province 
can accomplish it, except over a 
period of years. It cannot be done as 
a “first step.” 


Method of Socialization 


How will the C.C.F. go about this 
socialization? By expropriation? I do 
not believe that can be done legally, 
but if it can it will isolate Alberta 
financially, and so place her in a 
pa pi where she cannot carry on. 

erhaps the idea is to pay the present 
holders of these resources for the 
actual improvements on their hold- 
ings? Does anyone seriously believe 
that can be done? It would undoubt- 
edly create a public debt many times 
greater than our present one, and the 
Province would promptly land in the 
hands of a receiver. 

I believe that our resources can be 
socialized, but it will take many 
years, and certainly the problem 
cannot be blithely dismissed as a 
‘first step.” 

aver does not permit me to go 
further into detail. Suffice it to say 
that most of the points in the platform 
show a lack of ‘‘finish’’ and a lack of 
appreciation of realities that is de- 
plorable. In my next letter I shall 
suggest a few amendments which I 
believe will make the program more 
workable.
